• ATx;hitect John Stokes designed this square tfmber^and- 
brick home for his family on □ beoutiful but restrtcted site 
at Turramurra, N5,W, Half the block consisted of a de^ 
tree-lined gully. So he built the house above tt on on area 
about 60 feet square. 

Mr. Stokes plonned the house to be built in two stoges. 
The first stage consists of o lorge, central living oreo, two 
bedrooms, bathroom, laundry, kitchen^ and small family 
room. When his two children ore older he will odd fwQ 
more bedrooms and o bathroom beneoth the present floor. 

The interior of the house has a strong feeling of light 
ond space. Ceilings slope shorply lo meet a central skylight, 
end the mony sliding windows ond gloss doors open on to 
wfde, tree-shoded decks. Focal point of the interior is the 
open living oreo, with a sunken conversation pit built nxind 
the chimniey. This sunken area is corpeted, but the walk- 
round, Vfhich forms a passoge from the entrance holl, is 
covered with colorful terracotta tiles. 

There ore rx> interior supporting walls. Built-in Storage 
units, seveh feet high, some with glass obove reaching to 
the oeilir^, ore used to sepOfote most rooms. One such wall 
has storage on the living-room sicie for tx»ks^ glosswame, 
ond o stereogram, ond on the kitchen side, cupboards ar>d

WHEN foitr hard-working cQmrnittccs 3dd«^ tbdir spiiii and 
zcsi to the generosity qf a vaelUawart local cooocilj the 
result waii "Arrunga" units at Lindficid, tight miles north of 
Sydney J housing 16 independent elderly people. 

"Arrunga"' is an ahorigiual word meaiung calm, and cmr rcaJdcat ^id, 
"It*s a wonderful piacc to Jivq. I've ntfrver had surh a sense of seciirily 
and I haven't been lonely for a minute,*' 

Four years igo iht Kuring-gd Old People's Welfare As^dnintion 
(KOPWA to i\3 mcm\xtt) was trying dcipwatcJy to raise funds to provide 
more initablc hous^ing for elderly people and pcjuioiirrs, 

KOPWA heard thai the Sundial Circlp^ the SoroplimTsts' Club ol Kurin^f- 
gai, and the Gordoit Service Lea^c a.ha were trying to help pcnsioncfSn, 
so ihey asked ihern to join forces. 

FoLtr I'Ldefly people raade snh^taniial founder donationj to Arrunga 
fhroiii?h KOPWA^ whith ga\'e rheai life occupancy. The Jotir organisatious 
rhpn pnuli^d their re-wurccii to make a fund of 524,000. The Kuriug-gai 
i\fuiii(iipal Counril provided the land at a pcppcrcom rental and, with a 
Federal trrnni of $2 for 51, conaiructkm of the $72,1)00 project began. 

Tenants for the itmajniiig leji unilB w*rc nominated lor lite, free ol 
charge, by the four groups,, according to the ratio of the group** original 
€Otttfibullon. All tenants now pay an npkcep fee of $3 a week. Each pays 
eJecrririly and relephonc bills !^parately. 

Reccully "Arninga" had iLs third birthday. Designed by arLhitect Mm 
Elike Noswotthy, each unit has hed-wtting rnom^ kilcheo. and bathrrjoni 
whh small dr*^\ing-rDoni, If ill or in di&tress, a lenanl tan puih a buttuo 
jtVhitch that flashef 3. red light outside the Hal and rings ao alarrti. 

^'Amingii" alls happily in Ihe nudat of a big comtmmity devchipmMt In 
front is the $32,0fO Centre for Seniors, built as a cormnunity project by 
the Kuring-gpi Lionn Cliiib with the help of the coundl and KOPWA- 
Opponiic the lUiiiH are lennijii courts and the Baby Heallh Cetilre, a.nd elose 
by IS the library, which gives "Arntnga" (coanls great satisfaction. 
Some of their comrnenti: 

^'Thr hours go by so quirldy when you always have something to look 
out on** . . . "We are so much a part of things living here*' . . . "Mothers 
and childrm stop fo chat as they go hy to cenniiv or the fiahy Centre.'^ 

Encouraged by thf stKce^s^ of "Amaiga," further up the road KOPWA 
'is buildms '^Kalinda/' a 22<iin]t building to houfte 3S elderly^ people. 

'^'\rTunga" and "Kalinda" are typicial of the " founder-dnnor^' group 
housing units which many church groups al.io have been organmng in »nd 
st.ro und Australian ciities. 

FOOTNOTE: Dtdy t\yo nun live at "Arrnijga." Asked if he ever felt 
outnumbered, Mr, Reginald Kirkwood^ an 87-yeaT-nld \*idower, who retired 
only four years ago afttr l>eitig a woolrlasser for 60 years^ said, "Bleiis my 
no. Why, '^re ran still teach ihcm a thing or iwo^ can't we, William?^* 

"William'" ii Mr, William Shephard^ also an E7-ye;Ar-nld widower^ who 
he is not a good cook and enjoys the soup Mr. Kirkwood sometitnia 
makeit and gives him.
